If you were to be asked what you 
expected from a college student, 
the result would probably be quite 
a lengthy answer. How many of 
you would include correct usage 
of the English language? Most of 
us have had four years of high 
school English and. have taken or | 
are taking the required English 
courses for Freshmen. It would 
seem that with this background | 
we could avoid the most common 
errors — double negatives, plural 
subjects with a single verb as in 
“they was,” and the use of an ob- 
ject after the verb “to be” as in 
‘it’s him.” These errors. are gen- 
erally made unconsciously; how- 
ever, it would seem that at this 
point they should be recognized 
and corrected.
